000. In most of these the playgrounds are conducted by a city department, but in some 
es by an independent organization with financial assistance from the cityj in a few 
es there are organizations of both kinds. Thirteen cities do not support playgrounds 

activities are conducted by service clubs or other organizations in four of these. 
m the remaining eleven cities no information has been received. 


A minority of the 46 cities do more than provide or equip the grounds. Twenty 
them employ professional recreation leaders to direct or supervise the use of the grounds. 
least part of the year while ten of them employ such leaiers the year round.
